The Air Jordan retro 4 Legend 
Blue features a white primary 
color with Legend Blue and 
Midnight Navy accents. The 
sneaker features tumble leather, 
which creates a wrinkle look 
that fans will enjoy. 

There are a tew differences in 
the 1999 model and the 2015 
model, starting with the iconic 
]u in pin an located on the tongue, 
Hie "99" featured a patch 
jump man, but Nike changed the 
new "15" to a stitched jumpman 
that is finely stitched, while the 
jumpman located on the back 
ol the shoe above the heel is 
smaller than that of previous 


retro 4s, 

Another change to the 
jumpman is a slight color change 
in the Legend Blue. It's a lighter 
blue material compared to the 
original, which helps better 
create the shine that consumers 
want to see. 

Those who have studied the 
way of the GOAT also will 
tell you that the "99" model is 
more aerodynamic than the "15" 
model because of a higher cut 
toe bow located at the front of 
the sneaker, 

Nike and Jordan Brand arc 
still making amends for the 
quality ol past releases but,, 
with the Legend Blues, they 
didn't miss when it pertained to 
the craftsmanship, The quality 
ol the leather and stitching is 
excellent, and the color way flows 
just as well as its predecessor, the 
"Columbia’s", 

All in all, sneakerheads and 
the occasional buyer will be 
happy with the artistry and 
presentation of the Legend Blue 
4 2015 model. 

Next up for the Jordan Brand 
is another anticipated release, 
the Air Jordan Retro 7s "French 
Blue," another in the Jordan 
remastered series, releasing 
Saturday,Jan. 24, 2015.

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President Obama proposes college admission initiative

United States President 
Barack Obama proposed a new 
initiative to help Americans to 
attend college during a speech 
in Knoxville, Tennessee on 
Friday. 

President Obama plans to 
partner with states and help 
fund the first two years ol 
community college lor free to 
any American * who's witling to 
work for it," according to CNN. 
The president also promised that 
die While House wU work to 
push this plan through Congress 
within the next few weeks. 

'"1 think everybody 
understands that [education] is 
the key to success for our kids 
in the 21st Century, but what 
we also understand is that it’s 
not just for kids," said President 
Obama in a video post on The 
White House Blog. "We also 
have to make sure that everybody 
has die constant opportunity to 
train themselves for better jobs, 


Community colleges 

across the nation will also be 
expected to offer either full 
academic programs that arc 
fully transferable to local four- 
year colleges or universities or 
occupational training programs 
with high graduation rates that 
lead to in-demand degrees 
and certificates. In turn, the 
federal government will fund 
three-quarters of the average 
cost of community colleges, 
and participating states will 
be expected to contribute the 
remaining funds in order to 
eliminate tuition completely 
President Obama's proposed 
solution has been met with 
significant opposition. 

Republican Sen.. Bob Lorker of 
Tennessee specifically opposed 
President Obama's proposal, 
instead urging states to adopt 
their own individual education, 
policies rather than instituting 
"a whole new bureaucratic 
federal program," according to 

CNN.

French magazine shooting suspects 
killed in hostage confrontation 


Seven-year-old girl 
lone crash survivor

Two suspects named in 
connection with Wednesdays 
attack on the offices of French 
satirical magazine Charlie 
Hcbdo were killed during a 
confrontation with police at 
a warehouse north of Paris 
on Friday, according to BBC 
News. 

"The nation is relieved 
tonight," said French Interior 
Min ister Bernard Cazencuve. 

Cherif Kouacbi, 32, and Said 
Kouachi, 34, were Identified 
early Thursday morning as 
two of the three perpetrators 
of the attack. The third, 
Hamid Mourad, IS, turned 
himself in the same day. 

BBC News reports that the 
bio liters had taken a hostage 
at the warehouse and came 


out of the building tiring at 
police, injuring two officers. 

The incident was one of two 
separate but related hostage 
situations to which police 
responded Friday, A third 
suspect, identified as Amcdv 
Coulibaly and reported to be 
linked to the brothers, held 19 
captives inside a Paris kosher 
supermarket, resulting in the 
deaths of four of the hostages 
and the three suspects. French 
police believe that the hostages 
had been killed prior to the 
police assault on the building, 
according to CNN. 

Coulibaly was also suspected 
of the murder of a Montrouge 
policewoman on Thursday. 
Coiilibaly's accomplice in the 
murder. Hay at Boumcddicnc, 
remains at large. 

French President Francois 
Hollande made a televised 
address Friday evening 


thanking the security forces 
for their role in the crisis. He 
also added that the suspects 
should not be considered as 
representative of their faith. 

"Wc must be implacable 
towards racism, 5 " said 
President Hollands, "Those 
w r ho committed these acts, 
these fanatics, have nothing 
to do with the Muslim faith.' 

The Kouachi brothers 
attacked the office of 
magazine Charlie Hebdo on 
Wednesday in retaliation for 
the magazine’s release of a 
satirical cartoon depicting 
Muhammad, the central 
figure ol Islam. Twelve people, 
including eight journalists 
as well as the magazines 
editor-in-chief Stephane 
Charbonnicr, more commonly 
known bv his pen name, 

“Chaib." '

A young girl was traveling on 
Jan. 2 with her parents, sister 
and cousin from their vacation 
in Florida when their plane 
crashed in Kuttawa, Kentucky. 

According to CNN, all 
passengers on the plane were 
killed in the crash except for the 
7-ycar-old girl, named Sailor 
Gutzler. The girl suffered a 
broken wrist and minor injuries. 

According to Police 
Lieutenant Brent White, Sailor 
used her non-injured arm to 
get out of the wreckage and 
feegan walking three-quarters 
of a mile with no shoes, wearing 
just shorts and a T-shirt, She 
hiked through moderately 
thick woods and rough terrain 
and she eventually saw a porch 
light, which was the house of 
Larry Wilkins, who contacted 
authorities and alerted them 
that there had been a plane 
crash, 

"She told me that her mom 
and dad were dead," Wilkins 
said of Gutzler,".,, and that she 


Gutzler family was originally 
from Illinois and owned a 
popular furniture shop, Sailor 
was released Jan. 3 to a family 
member. 

According to CNN, police 
and other officials arc still 
piecing together the timeline 
of the events and how the crash 
occurred. They will also be 
speaking with Sailor to get as 
much useful information as they 
can. 

The National Transportation 
Safet\ r Board stated in a news 
conference they are looking 
at weather conditions and 
flight data to put together 
a preliminary report on 
the crash. Federal Aviation 
Administration spokeswoman 
Kathleen Bergen explained 
that air traffic controllers "lost 
contact with a Piper PA-34 
aircraft shortly after the pilot 
reported engine problems and 
said that he was diverting to 
the Kentucky Dam State Park 
Airport." The NTSB stated 
the preliminary report will be 
completed in I D days.

State 75-72 in overtime thriller

The UTM Sky hawk men's 
basketball team needed an 
extra five minutes to knock off 
Ohio Valiev Conference foe 
Morehead State in a 75-72 
overtimie thriller. 

The win jives the Skyhawks 
(9-6, 1-1 OVC) their first 
conference win of the season 
and the first conference win in 
the Schroyer era, 

"It was a really big win for 
us," said UTM head coach 
Heath Schroyer. "We had every 
opportunity to lay down and 
fold and we didn’t. We made free 
throws and got key stops to find 
a way to gut out a win against 
a really good team. I can’t say 


enough about the resilience of 
our team." 

The game was back and. forth 
from the opening tip to the final 
buzzer, including 1 j tics and 17 
lead changes. 

In the closing minutes of the 
game, UTM held on to a slim 
lead before Morehead State 
would answer with points of 
their own. Marshun Newell 
made a pair of free throws to give 
UTM a two-point advantage 
with 34 scconefs remaining, but 
Morehead State tied the game 
again with a Karecm Storey 
layup, sending the game into 
ovc rtime. 

From there the Skyhawks 
shot 4-6 from the field and held 
Morehead State to 1-6 shooting 
in the overtime period. The 


Skyhawks took that advantage 
and their first conference win 
this season. 

UTM finished the game 
shooting 47 percent from 
the field and 44 percent from 
3-point range. The Skyhawks’ 
leading scorer was Newell with 
20 points, but backup came 
from Deville Smith and Arkecm 
Joseph,who each had 18 points. 

Morehead State was led by 
Storey, who had 22 points off of 
9-13 shooting. 

The Skyhawks’ next game will 
be their first OVC road game 
this season when they travel 
to Cookeville to take on the 
Tennessee Tech Golden Eagles. 
Tipoff is scheduled for 7:30 
p.m. Thursday, Jan, 15.

The Skyhawks (7-9, 3-0 

OVC) remain undefeated in 
Ohio Valley Conference play 
after topping Morehead State 


{6-10,2-1 OVC), who also came 
into the matchup undefeated in 
conference play. 

UTM had a complete team 
effort in the win with five 
Skyhawks having double-digit 
scoring performances. The 
Skyhawks also had 31 assists, 
which breaks the school’s single- 
game assists record ot 29 set 
Nov. 21,1986, against L ambuth. 

"You like it when everyone 
shares the balk everyone scores 


and things fust Look better," said 
McMillan, “There are some 
things that we need to fix but 
if ivc can play with this kind 
of urgency, we’ll have a chance 
to be a good basketball team. 
Hopefully we can build off this 
and continue getting better." 

Except for 45 seconds at the 
beginning, the Skyhawks led the 
entire game and never let up, at 
one point expanding their scad 
to 29 points, A brief rally by 


Morehead State closed tine gap 
a little but wasn't enough to get 
them back in contention. 

Tie Skyhawks finished the 
game shooting 45.9 percent 
from the field and 43 percent 
from 3-point range, including 
16 3-pointers. Ashia Jones led 
the Skyhawks in scoring with 
30 points and was followed bv 
Chelsea Roberts (12 points), 
Katie Schubert (12 points), 
Jessy Ward (17 points) and 


Karisma Tyson (14 points). 

Morehead State shot 42 
percent from the field and 29 
percent from 3-point range and 
was led bv Shay Steele, who had 
19 points and seven rebounds. 

Tic Skyhawks will go back 
on the road for their next game 
when they take on Tennessee 
Tech Thursday, Jan. 15, at 5:30
